W ashington, Oct. 22.— The official 
text of G erm an y’s latest note 
to 
President W ilso n was received by 
cable today at the Sw iss lcga- 
t.on. 
Frederick Oderlin, the Sw iss charge, arranged to deliver it to 


Secretary Lansing as soon as is could 
he decoded. 
The charge’s appearance at the state departm ent w as delayed for 
several hours, as the task of decoding and translating proved to be 
long and tedious. 
Considerable differences in verbiage may be shown 


and it is understood the official text w ill clear obscure passages in 
the wireless version. 


Indications w ere no announcement of a decision by the president 


cou’d 
be received before tomorrow. 
Secretary Lansing was with the 


president until midnight last night discussing the contents, but there 
must now be further conferences, and it is assumed the allies 
will also 
be communicated w ith before action of any nature is taken. 
O fficial comment continued to be w ithheld, aw aiting an

ceived here too late for the afternoon
